In March 1950, the Tindzha Border Guard Training Battalion had its headquarters 
in Tirnovo. The battalion had four rifle companies, one mortar company, two 
heavy machine gun companies » @nd one antitank company. The headquarters and men 
of these companies were quartered in barracks located near the Tirnovo railroad 
station. 


One heavy machine gun company, Podelenie Timdzha A-2, of the Tundzha Battalion 
had approximately 100 men divided int four platoons. The Commanding Officer 

was Firet Lieutenant Ivanov, and the Political Commissar was Second Lieutenant 
Bozhikov, 
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
